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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Wei Te Chung on 6/1 1/2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1-5 have been 
canceled. 

Reason for allowance 

1 . Claims 6-1 5 are allowed over the prior art'. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior 
art fails to disclose the plugs mating features inserting into the cavity with the 
elbow engaging the stopping tab, which is deflected upwardly allowing the mating 
plug to inserted into the cavity; the tab and the elbow arrangement in the cavity; 
however, when the second plug is inserted into the cavity, the stopping tab is 
struck thereby preventing the insertion; the mismatch devices defining a vertical 
dimension that is larger than that of the window in order for the tip of the elbow 
protectively hidden sideward behind the corresponding side and with the rest of 
the claims limitations. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing 
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delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be 
clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
